Autopsy Shows Mrs. Szabo's 
Windpipe Was Wrenched 


Out of Place. 


New York, Sept. 11— The prospect of 


imminent arrest failed to deter Burton 
W. Gibson, the lawyer, who was with 
Mrs. Rosi Menschik Szabo when she 
met dentil on firecnwood lake July 16 
from the usual routine of his -affairs. 


"J am here and I expect to be arrest- 


ed," he told the reporters upon his ar- 
rival in 'New York. 
In fact, the de- 


tectives have told me that I would be. 
[ am waiting now and I am ready. I 
do not know anything about this story 
of ' Mrs. Szabo's death being due to 
strangulation, except what I read in 
thn newspapers." 


Mr. Gibson declined to comment on 


the statement that the autopsy on Mrs. 
Szabo's body disclosed that her wind; 
pipe had been wrench out of place. 


Will Ask for Warrant. 


A warrant for the arrest, of Burton 


W. Gibson, the lawyer, • who was with 
Mrs. Rosa Szabo when she met her 
death while rowing on Greenwood lake 
on July IB, will be asked for today by 
the authorities of Orange county, N. Y. 
The autopsy performed on the exhumed 
body of the Szabo woman showed that 
tho windpipe was wrenched out of place 
and ' that th,e superficial appearance of 
the internal organs was such as to cause 
the surgeons to retain them for both 
microscopic examination and a chemical 
analysis.

Cummings, Ca., S»pt. U.—After the 


Governor of Georgia had twice sent 
troops to this town to protect negroes 
involved in the murder of IS-year-old 
Mary Crow and in an attack on the 
wife yf a planter, a mob that refused 
to be appeased with promises of swift 
legal justice broke into jail yesterday 
and lynched "Bob"' Kdwards. 


The leaders of the mob of 2.0W fren- 


zied mm ami boyg shot him down in his 
tell after obtaining from him a confen- 
sion to the effect that he helped the 
real murderer hide the 
body of the 


white girl. 
They then mutilated him 


with a crowbar and dragged him forth 
into the light of day, where they hanged 
him to un awning and watched until 
death ended the negro's suffering. 


The lynching took place at the first 


possible opportunity after the with- 
drawal of the troops. 
Apparently the 


leaders of the 
mob. determined 
to 


avenge the girl's murder, had bided 
their time.
